j/\s  I  review"  the  semester's  work,  I  find  much  room  for  improve- 
ment. This  might  appear  to  some  as  a  sign  of  discouragement  but  I 
do  not  consider  it  as  such.  To  me  it  is  a  challenge  and  as  we  enter 
upon  a  new  semester's  work  it  will  bring  renewed  determination  to 
avoid  similar  mistakes  and  to  remedy  our  weaknesses.  We  have  insti- 
tuted a  great  many  changes,  knowing  that  some  of  these  ideas  would 
prove  impractical  but  realizing  on  the  other  hand  that  many  of 
them  would  vastly  improve  the  organization,  so  that  on  the  whole 
the  school  would  benefit  by  it. 

No  radical  changes  were  introduced  and  none  that  affected  the 
scholastic  standing  of  the  school.  The  innovations  that  were  tried 
out  related  almost  exclusively  to  the  administration  of  the  school.  In 
instituting  changes  or  in  introducing  new  ideas,  it  will  always  be 
somewhat  of  an  experiment  and  many  experiments  prove  imprac- 
tical, but  only  by  such  means  do  we  improve  our  conditions. 

I  am  calling  this  to  your  attention  because  as  you  go  out  into  life 
you  will  be  confronted  with  cases  that  prove  parallel  to  this.  Do  not 
permit  yourselves  to  become  discouraged  when  your  experiment 
does  not  bring  results  but  bring  into  action  that  spirit  of  will  and 
determination  that  knows  no  defeat. 

As  I  study  and  observe  the  Berkeley  High  School  student  body, 
I  am  convinced  that  we  are  training  and  sending  forth  young  men 
and  women  with  high  ideals  and  a  spirit  of  friendliness  and  coopera- 
tion that  spells  success.  It  is  a  joy  and  a  pleasure  to  be  associated  with 
young  people  of  this  type.  It  is  true  that  some  few  bring  sorrow  and 
discredit  upon  their  families  and  the  community,  but  the  percent- 
age is  small  as  compared  to  those  who  are  true  and  loyal,  and  whose 
citizenship  standards  are  of  the  highest  order.

cated in  Berkeley  High  School.  For  years,  the  school  has  been  noted  for  its 
records  in  high  scholarship  and  in  sports,  and  now  the  clubs  have  also 
stepped  ahead  to  help  boost  the  school's  reputation  into  even  greater 
prominence. 

Students  and  citizens  are  now  realizing  the  important  part  that  well 
planned  extra-curricular  activities  have  in  education,  by  means  of  which 
facts  are  assimilated  simultaneously  with  profitable  recreations  and  pleas- 
ant friendships.  The  knowledge  and  application  of  public  speaking,  to- 
gether with  experience  in  practical  argumentation  are  gained  by  members 
of  the  Forum.  Its  president,  Howard  Coleston,  led  this  term's  successful 
program  of  debates,  symposiums,  and  a  well  attended  inter-scholastic 
debate.  Under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Everett  Wallace,  the  Chess  Club 
re-established  interscholastic  competition  in  the  intricate,  royal  game  of 
chess.  The  players  recently  commenced  editing  a  news  sheet  on  their  chess 
developments.  An  outlet  to  the  literary  expressions  of  the  students  is  found 
in  the  Manuscript  Club,  whose  president,  Ellsworth  Dougherty,  is  also 
editor  of  the  club's  "Manuscript",  the  publication  of  outstanding  bits  of 
prose  and  verse  submitted  each  term  by  the  members  of  the  organization. 
As  their  contribution  to  the  general  club  program  this  term,  the  Press  Club, 
under  the  direction  of  Carolyn  Merritt,  has  added  to  their  activities  the 
publishing  of  the  "Clubman's  Journal",  a  neat,  well  written  newspaper  on 
current  club  progress.  Art  students  have  taken  great  interest  in  the  Art 
Club's  program  of  sketching  excursions,  contests,  talks  from  guest  artists, 
and  visits  to  prominent  art  exhibitions.  The  Art  Club  contributed,  with 
the  Camera  Club,  in  an  exhibition  of  the  combined  illustrations  of  both 
organizations.  Hinsdale  Latour,  the  president  of  the  Art  Club,  was  also 
quite  active  as  a  photographer.  Members  of  the  French,  Spanish,  and  Ger- 
man Clubs  have  profited  by  their  experiences  in  speaking  in  the  native 
tongue  and  singing  popular  songs  of  the  countries  whose  languages  they  are 
studying.  Students  were  eager  to  grasp  the  opportunities  offered  to  the 
members  of  Beginning  and  Advanced  Dancing  Clubs.

This  term,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Red  Cross  Life-Saving  Unit,  a 
Life-Saving  Class  was  formed.  Mr.  Eadie  had  charge  of  the  class  and  for 
every  boy  who  passed  the  requirements,  a  Life-Saving  Certificate  was  given 
him.  This  class,  which  was  open  to  all  boys,  met  twice  a  week  after  school 
and  was  divided  into  two  sections,  the  Juniors  and  Seniors.  Requirements 
for  entrance  to  each  class  were: 

Junior  requirements — Tread  water  thirty  seconds,  float  motionless, 
perform  plain  front  dive  in  good  form,  swim  100  yards  using  side  stroke, 
and  any  other  standard  stroke,  swim  50  feet  on  back  using  legs  only,  recover 
object  in  eight  feet  of  water  using  surface  dive,  witness  artificial  respira- 
tion. 

Senior  requirements — Swim  one  quarter  mile  free  style,  demonstrate 
side  stroke  and  back  stroke,  perform  racing  dive  with  good  form,  retrieve 
object  in  eight  feet  of  water  using  surface  dive.
